Is it i p-r\.i- 
siou of inflexible order that a hog 
should eat arsenic and live, man eat it 
and die? Our euemies la-ing judges 
there have been many floods besides 
the reputed oue of Oenesis, withou-. 
any suspension of established physical 
laws. Orauted they were the necessary 
results of certain combinations of the 
unchangeable force- of nature. Krom 
au exhaustless magazine of combina- 
tions the (jjyernor of the world cau 
draw the agencies of his dispensation 
without violating the known or un- 
known physical laws. A miracle l« 
not a suspension of natural law, but 
merely something done just outside the 
utmost limit of Unite mind. QbJMm 
postulated the earth's daily and annual 
revolutions. Miracle ! miracle I The 
old stellar sage became a martyr to his 
theory. Im|>ossible! said the wise 
men. But in the expansion of miud 
the inexplicable problems became a 
philosophic axiom. Tlie miracle was 
because of meutal ignorance and not iu 
the violation of physical law. 

Prof. Tyudall, a leader in the ranks 
of iulldel ratioualism, said at. Dundee. 
1867, in his lecture to workiugmen : 
"If you ask me whether scieuce has 
solved or is likely to solve the problem 
of thisuuiverae, I must shake my head 
iu doubt."

On page ttft, Origin of BpxMm*, 
lie says, "Authors ot the highest .mi- 
mine seem to be fully satisfied with 
tlie view that each species has las-u 
independently created." Why are 
they thus "fully satisfied ?" First— 
Because it has uever heeu known iu 
any age or country of the world thai 
oue auiiual s|iei iea ever produced a dif- 
ferent species.
